D2 (JP 62561 16) discloses microcapsules containing a carbamate insecticide and a 
non-aromatic ester such as metiiyl oieate or isobutyl oleate. D2 is novelty destroying for 
the subject-matter of claims 1-4, 8-13 (Article 33(2) PCT). 

D3 (GB 1513 614) discloses a microcapsule insecticide composition comprising a liquid 
fill including pyrethroid, an organic solvent and a pyrethrin synergist. D1 is novelty 
destroying for the subject-matter of claim 1 (Article 33(2) PCT). 

Given the teaching of D2. the problem underlying the present Invention may be seen as 
that of providing further microcapsules comprising an agrochemical, an adjuvant and a 
solvent. 

In the absence of unexpected properties in relation to those obtained with the non- 
aromatic esters used in D2, the use of the akoxylated derivatives such as "Brij" 92 
(claims 5-7) cannot be considered as being inventive (Article 33(3) PCT). 
The microencapsulated agrochemical composition comprising a bloperfomiance 
enhancing adjuvant of fomnula (II) (claim 14) can be considered as being inventive 
since it was not predictable that these surfactants could be encapsulated within the 
microcapsule without interfering with the wall-fonnlng reaction (Article 33(3) PCT). 

The subject-matter of all claims 1-14 is considered to be industrially applicable and the 
present application is therefore considered to satisfy the criterion set forth in Article 
33(4) PCT. 
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
